POLICING BY U. 8. TROOPS REM- 
EDY SUGGESTED. 
Otherwise a Private Course Must 
Be Provided, Over Which Officials 
Will Have Complete Control, Says 
J. D. Thompson—No Foreign Driv- 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Whether or not 
there would be any further automobile 
races in this country for the Vander- 
bilt Cup was an absorbing question of 
discussion among the motor car en- 
thusiasts Sunday. The majority ex- 
pressed keen regret that there should 
be talk of abandoning this great sport- 
ing event, and the hope was ex- 
pressed that s@éme suggestion may be 
made toward safely policing the road 
so that a race might take place next 
year. 

Jefferson De Mont Thompson, of the 
racing board of the American Automo- 
bil Association, said that no race would 
be held, unless the road was policed 
by troops, as is done in France, or un- 
less a private course was constructed. 
Mr. Thompson said: “No one thinks 
of abandoning the only big automobile 
contest that we have in America, but 
if another is held here it will have to 
ve conducted with absolute assurances 
for perfect protection of the course, 
or a satisfactory private course must 
be secured over which the officials will 
have complete control. . 
“We had from 700 to 800 flagmen and 
deputies distributed all over the course, 
but the crowd simply overwhelmed 
them. Unless we can get military pro- 
tection, and by that I mean the use of 
government troops, not the militia, it 
leoks as though automobile road rac- 
ing was a thing of the past in Amer- 
ica. The only other alternative will 
be the building of a private course. 
1 thank God,” concluded — 
Thompson, that 100 persons were not

COLORADO RIVER DAM 
PROVES SUCCESSFUL. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


MPERIAL, Oct. (— There has been 
no previous time when the success- 

ful outcome ot the work for turning 
Colorado River geemed so certain 
as it does today. 

This is in spite of the fact that dur- 
ing the past week there have been 
many rumors and predictions of disas- 
ters, both the rumors and the predic- 
tions being unfounded. 

When the work of turning the river 
was undertaken in July it was expected 
that the flow of the river would soon 
Grop to from 500 to 6000 second feet, 
last year.

reached 15,000, where it still remains.
